Fruitvale Seeks Annexation. 
; 
/ 


The question of annexing suburban territory to the 


is again coming to the front. It is prompted this time 
suggestion and not by solicitation from within. Up to 
nexation election, when Piedmont and the communities on t 
side of the city to San Leandro creek voted on the proposition, the 
invitation to join forces came from the municipal authorities. It was 
defeated at the polls, through a failure to get the necessary two- 
thirds vota in some parts of the territory described in the annexation 
proclamation. 
The administration then decided to adopt the policy 


of waiting until these suburban cornmtmities. should learn through 
further experience that their real interests lay in consolidation with 
the parent municipality and voluntarily sought to be annexed to it. 


Subsequent to the last annexation election Fruitvale made an 


imsuccessTul attempt to incorporate, fhe sentiment in favor of an- 
nexation to Oakland had grown so strong that it was generally con- 
ceded that incorporation was impossible and undesirable. Yesterday 
a delegation of representative citizens 'from the territory which had 
rejected incorporation, namely, Fruitvale, Melrose, Allendale and 


"VVestall, waited on the mayor to urge the calling of another annexa- 
tion election in May or June next, declaring that the people residing 
in these suburban settlements were now ripe for the change. These 
communities have gro\\n so rapidly within the past year that the 
necessity for the enjoyment of the privileges and advantages of 
municipal existence has been forcibly impressed upon them. Time 
and experence are wonderful educators. In time othe/ communitie 
which physically blend with Oakland will reach the same conclusion 
by the natural processes which are at work and will in turn be suppli- 
cants for annexation. It is quite evident that the territory which 
ought to be incorporated in Oakland will have to be acquired piece- 
meal by voluntary agencies and not by any hothouse process of at- 
tempting to force the issue. 


Nevada's Great Wealth. 


For a couple of decades or more Xevada was sneered at because it 


had been admitted to the Union as a political necessity at a time when 
it had but a small population and its natural and developed resource 
were confined -virtually to the Comstock lode 
It -i\as nicknamed the 


Sagebrush State because of its apparent agricultural poverty and the 
predominant vegetation covering its hills and its valleys. When the 
Comstock's bonanzas were exhausted, it was regarded generally as in 
an irredeemable state of decadence, with a steadily dwindling popula- 
tion and m future before it, except as the abode of the few remnants 
of the aboriginal tribes, the life indigenous to desert wastes, and a 
cattle rantje. Its glory as a silver producer departed with the de- 
monetization of the metal. Comparatively fe\\ had any faith in the 
State's industrial regeneration. 


Xevada is, however, redeeming itself by leaps and bounds. Its 


old-time n-putation as a silver and sagebrush State is waning. The 
Federal government's irrigation program is developing dormant 
agricultural resources. 
Its hardy prospectors are proving that it 


possesses unlimited auriferous wealth. The developments of recent 
years are proving that it is richer in gold than it was in silver in the 
halcyon days of the Comstock and that it has been misnamed as the 
Silver State. 
It promises during the present year to outstrip Cali- 


fornia as a gold producer and to give Colorado a hard run for the 
premier position among the l«t of States yielding the precious yellow 
metal. Its marvelous wealth is just beginning to be revealed. Dis- 
coveries of new mineralized districts, in which gold is the chief metal 
exposed, a^e following one another with marvelous rapidity. Com- 
munities housed in modern habitations, provided with all modern 
public utilities, are springing into existence with mushroom growth 
rapidity in regions where nothing but the coyote, the desert o 
and the ground squirrel were a short while ago in sole possession. 
"What will naturally follow in the wake of the first processes of de- 
velopment is the utilization of such few water sources as it naturally 
possesses and the artificial creation of means of conservation of the 
rainfall on its watersheds, which has hitherto been allowed to run 
to waste, and training both on_the arid land so that the desert will 
in reality bloom like the rose. In half a dozen years some of the 
richest mining camps the Pacific Coast has known within the past 
forty years have been opened, and, as the recent developments in the 
Rawhide district indicate, the Stale's wonderful mineral resources 
are only ju<t beginning to be unfolded.

The Supervisors of Santa Crua county 


have established a rock-crushing- plant in 
a hill a mile and a half from the County 
Jail. It consists of a rock-crusher, a 
road-roller and stationary engine com- 
bined. This machine runs tne crusher 
nnd also rolls the roads after the crushed 
rock is spread on. The cost of this plant 
la about §5,500. Each day the prisoners 
walk out to this plant and return at 
night. 
One guard is required to about 


15 prisoners. No distinguishing suit and 
no ball and chain is used. They are not 
necessary. Sheriff Trafton says that the 
fear of arrest and conviction for jail- 
breaking, In which the prisoner would 
probably set a longer term than he was 
serving; has a strong- influence Jn pro- 
venting escapes. This plan is good for 
both the physical and moral health of 
the 
prisoners, and profitable to tHc 


county. 
Section 1«14 of the Penal Code pro- 


vides that the Board of Supervisors may 
prescribe a good time-allowance of five 
days In each, month 
for "cheerful and 


willing obedience to the rules and regu- 
lations," arid the prisoner's conduct is 
reported to be "positively good." This 
regulation is an incentive to good work.
